In a record-setting bust, Hobbema RCMP 
and the Alberta Gaming and Liquor Com¬ 
mission have seized 14-million contra¬ 
band cigarettes from a Ponolca-area 
Quonset. 

RCMP Const. Perry Cardinal said the 
bust is the biggest he has seen. 

“These cigarettes were transported by 
five-tonne truck and tractor trailer,” 
added AGLC communications representa¬ 
tive Lynn Hutchings-Mah. “It took more 
than one vehicle to bring them in.” 

The estimated 75,000 cartons of illegal 
smokes were discovered after Hobbema 
RCMP responded to a complaint at the 
hut, used for storage by the Montana First 
Nation. 

It was being reported that the ciga¬ 
rettes allegedly belonged to the Rainbow 
Tobacco Company in Kahnawake, Que., 
but that the Montana First Nations had no 
financial stake in the matter. 

Hutchings-Mah wouldn’t comment on 
the origin of the cigarettes and said no 
charges have yet been laid in the ongoing 
investigation. 



According to the AGLC, the illegal ciga¬ 
rettes represent $3 million in lost tax rev¬ 
enue for the province. As they were not 
properly marked for legal sale in Alberta, 
they also violate the Tobacco Tax Act. 

Both federal and provincial regulations 
say all wholesalers and importers of to¬ 
bacco must be licensed, and all products 
must be labelled.

The crowded and precar¬ 
ious conditions in tent 
camps are cited by UNICEF 
for increasing the vulnera¬ 
bility of women and 
children. 

The report is one of sev¬ 
eral emerging in the run-up 
to the one-year anniversary 
of Haiti's Jan. 12, 2010, 
earthquake that killed

Reform needed to 
stop spills: Report 


O Findings suggest BP disaster may not be an isolated 
incident, contrary to the oil industry’s assurances 


Disasters like the explosion 
of the Deepwater Horizon 
rig could happen again 
without significant reform, 
according to the conclu¬ 
sions of a presidential panel 
that has the companies in¬ 
volved in the largest U.S. oil 
spill pointing fingers at 
each other again. 

In a 48-page excerpt of 
its final report obtained by 
The Associated Press, the 
commission described sys¬ 
temic problems within the 
offshore oil and gas indus¬ 
try and government regula¬ 
tors who oversee it. It also 
said such a disaster could 
happen again without sig¬ 
nificant reforms. 

The full report is due to 
the U.S. president Jan. 11. 
But key questions will re¬

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Provinces lag 
in economic 
recovery 

A new TD Bank analysis 
points to some striking 
weaknesses in Canada’s 
otherwise impressive post¬ 
recession jobs recovery. 

The TD report shows 
Canada had a pretty good 
year in terms of 
employment growth in 

2010, particularly 
compared with the low ex¬ 
pectations going into 

2011. 

But although overall 
the economy has more 
than recouped the 417,000 
jobs that vanished during 
the recession, not all 


provinces have benefited 
equally. Four provinces — 
Ontario, Alberta, Nova Sco¬ 
tia and New Brunswick — 
are all still below pre¬ 
slump job levels. 

The TD study also 
points out that Canada’s 
labour market is not as 
strong as its job creation 
numbers suggest, with 


many more workers being 
listed as underemployed 
in part-time jobs or as self- 
employed. Wage growth 
has also been minimal and 
TD says the participation 
rate — the number of 
workers as a percentage of 
the population — remains 
below pre-recession levels.

An emotional turnoff

If a crying woman’s red 
nose isn’t a big enough 
turnoff to a man, a surpris¬ 
ing experiment found an¬ 
other reason: Tears of 
sadness may temporarily 
lower his testosterone lev¬ 
el. 

Those tears send a 
chemical signal as the 
man gets close enough to 
sniff them — even though 
there’s no discernible 
odour, say researchers 
from Israel’s Weizmann 
Institute of Science. 

It’s the first such signal 
to be found in tears, and 
it’s probably not unique to 
women. Theirs just were 
the first to be studied. 

“It's hard to get men to 
volunteer to cry" in a lab. 


noted Weizmann neurobi¬ 
ologist Noam Sobel, senior 
author of the study 
appearing in Friday’s edi¬ 
tion of the journal 
Science. 

Emotional tears are 
chemically different from 
the reflex tears that form 
when you get dust in your 
eye. But biologists have 
long puzzled over the true 
function of emotional 


tears: Are they merely 
cathartic, or do they have 
some other physiological 
role? 

“We have never looked 
at tears in this way 
before,” said Dr. Esen 
Akpek of Johns Hopkins 
University’s Wilmer Eye 
Institute, who wasn’t 
involved with the new 
study. “This is really inter¬ 
esting.”

“All actors are waiting 
for a role like this to come 
along but I’ve been waiting 
to play a good guy again for 
a long time,” the Atlanta- 
born Dorff says in a recent 
interview at a Toronto ho¬ 
tel.

Johnny is forced to grow 
up and face reality when 
he’s suddenly saddled with 
taking care of his 11-year- 
old daughter, Cleo, played 
by Elle Fanning.

The only thing that’s miss¬ 
ing from director Dominic 
Sena’s offbeat medieval 
shocker Season of the 
Witch is the old Hammer 
Films logo at the header be¬ 
cause this is exactly the 
sort of fever-pitched, melo¬ 
dramatic pulp the famed 
U.K. studio once excelled 
at. Throughout the 1960’s, 
Hammer unleashed a glori¬ 
ous torrent of trashy gothic 
potboilers into internation¬ 
al theatres, movies with 
blood, hammy acting, 
action, supernatural 
hokum and cheap thrills 
aplenty. 

Season stars Cage and 
ever-cool B-movie savior 
Ron Perlman (Hellboy) as 
jaded wandering knights 
fallen from grace with the 
church, who are nonethe¬ 


less conscripted by a 
plague ridden cardinal 
(Christopher Lee) to trans¬ 
port a suspected witch 
(Claire Foy) to a monasteiy 
for an exorcism. Seems this 
waif has been thought by 
the clergy to be a sort of Sa¬ 
tanic patient zero who 
brings pestilence to all she 
passes. Along the way, 
weird things begin to hap¬ 
pen, Cage overacts and 
rages with his usual 
aplomb, demon wolves eat 
people and the future of 
mankind hangs in the bal¬ 
ance. And eveiyone keeps a 
refreshingly straight face. 

Comparisons to Christo¬ 
pher Smith’s current festi¬ 
val favourite Black Death 


are obvious, but while that 
picture is a far artier and 
serious thriller, the briskly 
paced, never dull Season is 
only aiming to be a genre 
romp, one filled with 
blood, derring-do, 
swordplay, simple morality 
and an admittedly 
awesome climatic monster 
battle. Snootier cinema 
journos will no doubt 
thumb their nose at this 
film, but this easier to 
please critic is still smiling 
at the notion of such an un¬ 
pretentious slice of old 
school mayhem 
unspooling before a new le¬ 
gion of monster kids at the 
local multiplex.

Veganism goes mainstream

You’ve come a long way, ve¬ 
gan. 

Once mocked as a fringe 
diet for sandal-wearing 
health food store workers, 
veganism is moving from 
marginal to mainstream. 

The vegan Skinny Bitch 
diet books are bestsellers, 
vegan staples, such as tem- 
peh and tofu, can be pur¬ 
chased at any supermarket, 
and some chain restaurants 
eagerly promote their 
plant-only menu items. 

Today’s vegans are ur¬ 
ban hipsters, suburban 
moms, college students 


and even professional ath¬ 
letes. 

“It’s definitely more di¬ 
verse. It’s not what you 
would picture 20 years ago. 
which is kind of hippie, 
crunchy,” said Isa Chandra 
Moskowitz, author of veg¬ 
an cookbooks like the new 
Appetite for Reduction. 

She says it’s easier being 
a vegan now because there 
is more local produce avail¬ 
able. 

“It’s not just steamed 
vegetables anymore and 
brown rice and lentils,” she 
said. 


Veganism is essentially 
hard-core vegetarianism. 
While a vegetarian might 
butter her bagel or eat a 
cake made with eggs, veg¬ 
ans shun all animal prod¬ 
ucts: No meat, no cheese, 
no eggs, no honey, no may¬ 
onnaise. 

In a 2009 survey, advo¬ 
cates at the not-for-profit 
Vegetarian Resource Group 
reported about one per 
cent of Americans are veg¬ 
an, roughly a third of the 
people who reported being 
vegetarians. 

Actress Alicia Silverstone 


added a dose of star power 
to the vegan cause recently 
with The Kind Diet, a No. 1 
bestseller. 

Meanwhile, Bill Clinton, 
known for his burger-lov¬ 
ing ways when president, 
has credited his trim build 
at his daughter Chelsea’s 
wedding this summer to a 
"plant-based diet” (though 
he eats a little fish some¬ 
times).
